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The Commmists in China have adopted the mass roduction of cartoons and ao 
nictorial narratives as one of their leading forms of propaganda. This ~ 
material is directed mainly towards children and the semi-lLiterate. 
Subjects can be roughly divided into the categorics of general. Commmist 
ideology and current specific political problems. 


Propaganda of this type is issued either by professional artists, chiefly 
members of national or local art workers! unions, or by aporentice artists, 
who may work either as individuals or as members of fine art8classes in 
factories and other institutions or organizations. It is published by 
commereial publishing firms. In Shanghai, for exemple, over a dozen publish- 
ing centers are concentrating on the production of picture magazines, cach 


one issuing a series of from twenty to fifty books. 


Under Commmnist direction, the influence of such pamphlets on the public is 
great, especially on primary and secondary school children. In Kowloon and 
Hong Kong, the Communist bookshops which sell comic pooks and othor pictorials 
are full of children, after school hours and on holidays, standing around 
reading the booklets published in Shanghai and Peiping. 


Examples of such publications from Shanghai include the following: 


Qo Joy Through Conversion (Fan Shen Lo $i] 4 4%), issued by the Education 
Publishing Society, anghai, is a pictorial aloum of Communist "folk 
songs" which depict the joy of the people at being converted to Comm, 
nism and emphasize Conmunist slogans 


b. And Ali Tere Pleasod (Ta Chia Msi tuank 2 $e), issued by the People's 
sok and dournal ou 2lying Society, Shanchai, is a pictorial reoresentation 

of a story by UA Chicn-Ling (.& 4 4H), a vell-knom Commnist writer. 
The story, in brief, is as follows: LI Yuechen, wife of the peasant opium 
smoker “TANG Sam-pao, joincd the village women's federation, sjarbicipated 
in productive work, and reccived day which enabled her to feed WALIC, 
herself, and their son WANG Yanp-wa. Since WANG continued to ill-treat 
her, she had her case presented through the women's federation to the 
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local govermiont. WALG was tommorarily separated from his family by 
the local authorities and was reformed by the villare leader; then the 
family was happily reunited. 


YAUC Usiao-Lints Marriage (YAUG Usiao-lin Chieh ilun AB Aa 44 Ohh 5 
Sublished by the New Voice Publishing Socicty, Shenchai, is 4 story empha 
sizing freedom of marriage and opposition to feudalism. YALG Usiac-Lin 

fell in love with the villace guard YUAN Hsiao—t'u and with the assistance 
of the regional government succeeded in marrying him in spite of her pre~ 


vious betrothal by her father to another man. Afterwards, she worked hard 


at production and was eloctca model laborer and chairman of the village 
women's federation, while her husband worked for the people as a governe 
ment employee. 


Cooperation Betireen People and Aruy (Chun Min No Tso G Ryaete )s 
published by the Ligh house rublishing Society, Shanghai, is a story based 
on a tale by CHOU trh-fu (17 vi 4g.) calling for cooperation between amy 
and people. The story tells how during the Japanese occupation CHAO Shouel 
hid a wounded soldier of the Eighth Route Arny in his house, cured him, and 
sent him out of the city through the Japanese and puppet guards. 


Chaimmen UAO in the USSR (IMao Chu list Tsai Su Lien 4 % (fh %. GH );, 
published by the Morning Licht Publishing Company, Shanghai, is a collection 
of shotographs taken curing MA0 Tso-tun¢'s visit to the ussh, It advertises 
the success of MAOts visit.
